MADAGASCAR: 
404lour Triumph 

A "lO-hour epic of British Comman- 
dos' fc'allantry came to a victorious 
conclusion v/hcn the Diego Sunrez 
naval base on the northern tip of 
Vlchy-held l^Iadagascar surren- 
dered. 

While French army outposts still 
held military control over ihe Mada- 
(gascar hlnlorlamls, the fall of the 
huge naval base assured the United 
Nations possession of the vital gate- 
way to their onstorn supply routes. 
Moreover, it was vindication of a 
new spirit of agt'ross'on which made 
the Japs "miss the bus." 

Military authorities in both Amer- 
'ica and Britain pointed out that the 
; successful attack marked a refresh- 
ing contrast to the fiasco at the key 
port of Dakar, Africa, a year ago. 

It was revealed in London (liat 
the Commando attack on Madajras- 
car, supported by marines, KAF 
forces and naval contingents, had 
.been planned three months in 
vancc. 

PRESIDENT OF PERU: 
Closer f Alt in Tics 

Closer knitting of relations „^- 
tween Latin America and the United 
States was seen in the visit of Presi- 
dent Manuel Prado of Peru to this 
country. 

When Senor Prado arrived by clip- 
per plane, it marked Iho first ofFi- 
cial visit in history, of a South 
American president to the United 
Stales, 

Signillcancc of this precedent- 
breaking oriicial mission to the 
future of Pan-American resist- 
ance to Nazism was seen in the 
fact that Peru was the first 
South American country to 
break off relations with the Axis 
under the accord reached last 
January at the Kio de Janeiro 
conference. President Prado's 
Anti-dictator policy before the 
war was an important step in 
the virtual exclusion of Axis 
propaganda from Peru. 

Under a recent decree, Peruvian 
armed forces now function under 
the direction of U. S. army and navy 
ofTicors. 
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RUBBER: 

U. S. Wants Tires 

Hobert P. Patterson," undersecre- 
tary of war, intimated that county 
fairs, football games and other pub- 
lic gatherings might have to be cur- 
tailed this year in the interest of 
rubber conservation, when he an- 
nounced tliat - the government 
planned to purchase extra tires from 
private car owners. By "extra" 
was meant more than five to a car, 
he said. Pufcliases will be on a 
voluntary basis. 

At the same time the Orilce of 
Defense Transportation dis- 
closed that it was drafting plans 
for "rationing" elvilian travel 
by train, bus or airplane. Offi- 
cials declared that "travcl-as- 
usual" would be a thing of the 
past by the end of IDVi. Tliey 
expressed the belief that sharp 
curtailments of non - essential 
trips would be necessary before 
the end of the .summer. 
That requisitioning of civilian tiros 
and cars would be undertaken if 
necessary was n view supported by 
a number of Wnsliington oflicials. ' 

In outlining his views on motor car ' 
use curtailment, Mr. Patterson said ' 
the prospects arc tliat tliere will bo i 
sunicient rubber for the army, navy, ! 
war-workers and essential civilian ' 
supplies. Ho pointed out that there ■ 
was a million tons of rubber "now

PACIFIC SEA BATTLES: 
U, S. Shnivs Power 

A crucial lest of the United Na- 
tions' increasing stren;:;th in the Aus- 
tralian sector v/as given as Japa- 
nese sea and air might massed 
northeast of the key continent in a 
thrust, from New Britain, tiie Solo- 
mon Islands and the Loyuisade Ar- 
chipelago. 

Within a five-day span American 
warships and planes had taken a 
toi: of IG Japanese ships either sunk 
or badly damaged. Engagements 
were the heaviest since the battle of 
the Java sea. 

Concentration of the Japanese na- 
val forces in the Australian area 
was regarded as a threat to the 
steadily e::par.din:j U. S. communi- 
cation iincs in the Sjuth Pacific. 
Blockir.g of th:.i threat meant that 
not only v.'ould Australia's position 
bo more secure, but that the 
"springboard" for an ultimate Unit- 
ed Nations' offensive against the 
Japs to recapture the East Indies 
and the Philippines would be fur- 
ther prepared, 

Japan's strategic power in this 
area lay in its possession of the Solo- 
mon islands which form stepping 
stones along Australia's northeast 
dank starting from Rabaul on the 
island of Ncv/ Britain and extending 
down to New Caledonia. 

GAS iLATIONING: 
Ec.r.t Coar.t Flrr.t 

Eventual gasoline rationing for 
the entire United States loomed as 
a future possibility when the Onice 
of Price Administration limited the 
sale of motor fuel in the Atlantic 
Seaboard urea to two to six gallons 
weekly to "non-essential motorists." 

Tlie initial rationing applied to 10,- 
000,000 motorists in 17 eastern states 
and the District of Columbia. Om- 
ciais stressed the fact that sufTicient 
gasoline would be provided for es- 
sential driving but not enough for 
extensive "pleasure" driving or oth- 
er non-essential purposes. 

The OPA's order included three 
typos of ration cards: "A" for non- 
essential mo^^rists; "B" for essen- 
tial users sucii as defense workers, 
public service ofTicials and others; 
and "X" providing for unlimited us- 
age. This latter category included 
doctors, nurses and kindred profes- 
sional people whose duties require 
rapid and extensive travel. 

In the scale of gasoline usage, the 
"A" range was based on an average 
mileage estimated at -J-S miles daily. 
The "B" range covered from 4.5 to 
13 miles daily and the "X" for 
mileage fift- in excess of these av- 
erages. 

LIVESTOCK SHOW: 

War Casitahy "' ^ 

Indicative of necessary war-time 
restrictions on the nation's trans- 
portation facilities, was Iho decision 
by its directors to cancel the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition held 
annually in Chicago for the past -12 
years. 

Tiio anticipated lack of transpor- 
tation facilities to handle the live- 
stock formerly .shipped here from 
all sections of North America was 
cited 03 the principal reason for the 
cancellation. 

Traditionally the ^ecca for rural 
Americans of all ages in the week 
following Thanksgiving, the exposi- 
tion recorded an all-time high at- 
tendance of -100,000 last year.

'BACKDOOK THRUST': 
Japs Use Burma Komi 

Japan's "backdoor" invasion of 
China via the Burma road continued 
into Yunnan province despite U. S. 
army air attacks which knocked out 
74 enemy planes in a single week. 
Seriousness of the newest threat to 
China's resistance was seen in the 
decision of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek to take personal command 
of his armies. That Chiang could 
count on stout co-oporation from his 
American allies was shown by the 
repea ted attacks by big Yankee 
bombers from India on the Jop'F 
main airdrome at Mingaladon nort::

CHARGE ACCOUNTS: 

Time Buyinir Curbed 

E\-ory American who used a 
charge account or an installment 
purchasing plan to acquire the goodr 
ho uses in everyday living was af- 
fected by the Federal Reserve 
board's orders clamping the brahc;- 
on time-payment buying. The or- 
ders, tightening restrictions alreadv 
in olfect, were the latest move in 
President Roosevelt's attack on spi- 
raling prices. 
Tlio Reserve board decreed: 
1— A limit of 12 montl^s in the 
period over which most consumt r'r 
goods could be purchased on instnl 
ment plans. 

2— Down payments of one-iiiir ' 
cash on a majority of consunnr..' 
Items. Exceptions were automcbiltT 
purcliascabic over a 15-month p:- 
riod and furniture and pianos for 
which a down paynicnt of only 20 
per cent is required for purchase of 
over a 12-month period. 

3— Payment of charge accounts in 
full by the lOlh day of the calendar 
month after purchase. Failure to 
abide by this order would prcvrnt 
the purchaser from buying on the 
account until ho settled up. 

4— The following additions to the 
list of goods on which regulalinn-s 
already apply: automobile batteries, 
tires, tubes and accessories; bed- 
ding, draperies, household electrical 
appliances; used furniture; athletic 
goods; household equipment; non- 
military clothing including shoes, 
hats and other haberdashery. 

SPECIALISTS SOUGHT: 

Also Allied Nationals 

Two moves to increase the fiexi- 
bilily of the army were made when 
the w-ar department announced the 
creation of the new army specialist 
corps and the selective service head- 
quarters declared that nationals of 
all Allied nations will be able to 
join either this country's forces or 
those of their home nation. 

Men with certain specialized skills 
will be recruited for the army spt-- 
cialist corps. They will replace those 
who aj-g capable of going into ac- 
tive military service. In general, n«i 
men subject to the draft will he 
admitted into the new corps, ac- 
cording to the aniiounc^ient. Those 
accepted may become ofliccrs ranj;- 
ing from lieutenants to "director 
generals." 

In the move to recruit nationals of 
our allies. Gen. Lewis B. Her.shiy. 
selective service director, announced 
that reciprocal arrangements had al- 
ready been worked out under which 
Canadians residing in this country 
miyht join cither tho Canadian or 
American forces. This agreement 
will be extended to other nations.

Any type of cane sugar nuy be ex- 
changed for any othur type, but the 
amount nnist >bc the same in each case. 
Where one type costs more, a price ad- 
justment is permitted, Mr. Pope said. 
Thus a family -which lias already used 
its stamps and wants bro^vn or con- 
fectioner's or some other variety nuiy 
obtain il by e.xchange. 

Per.«ions who, because of illness, may 
nce([ more t1ian the allotted fpianlity 
of sugar may obtain it by making ap- 
plication to liieir rationing board, Mr. 
Pope said. 

Farmers and others who because of 
transportation difficulties find it incon- 
venient to buy in small (piantitie-s may 
obtain certificates from boards which 
will permit t*heni to purchase a two- 
period supply at one time 'by giving 
up two stamps from each book, Mr. 
I'ope said.

WASHINGTON. — Law enforce- 
ment otTtcers throughout the coun- 
try are mustering all their forces to 
combat Japan's newly disclosed 
"secret weapon"— the flooding of 
America with morale-wrecking, poi- 
sonous narcotics. 

The existence of tliis typically 
Japanese plot against Americ;in 
morale has been known to higher- 
ups in the anti-narcotic service for 
some time, but a recent statement 
by Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgcnthau Jr. establishes it for 
the first time as a deliberate instru- 
ment of the enemy's national policy. 

For the past ten years, it can now 
be stated, the principal source of 
illegal narcotics reaching America 
has been Japan. 

Threc-folil Purpose. 

This deadly traflic— which has 
been interrupted, but not halted, 
by war— is declared by Harry J. 
AnsUnger. commissioner of narcot- 
ics, to have a three-fold purpose: 

1. To gain additional revenue for 
war purposes. 

2. To corrupt Occidental nations, 
which are regarded by the Japanese 
as peculiarly susceptible to the 
higher concentrates of narcotics, 
such as morphine, heroin and 
cocaine. 

3. To demoralize and enslave the 
peoples of lands already invaded or 
marked for eventual invasion. 

For more tlian a decade, the cargo 
of nearly every Japanese ship 
reaching these shores is believed to 
have contained hidden narcotics des- 
tined for the .\inciicnn people. 

Even a ship bearing Prince Chi- 
chibu. broihcr of the Mikadn. was 
not exempted as an agent of the 
sinister traHic. _ Customs o!l:cers 
searched it at Seattle, and found 
morpliine worth hundreds of thou- j 
sands of dollars (at U. S. illepnl 
prices) concealed beneath an ap- 
parently innocent shipment of soy 
beans.

Idle Dollars Source of Concern as Secretary 

of Treasury Studies Methods to Prevent 

Spiraling of Prices.

At the great pillared building next 
to the White House, on whose classic 
roof the soldiers walked night and 
day, they have almost forgotten the 
red letter day in their history, 
March 15— when the greatest har- 
vest of taxes ever collected poured 
in the vaults of the United Stales 
treasury. 

In his office overlooking the park 
Secretary Morgenthau is already 
deep in another problem. He knows 
that his tax collecting venture of 
1942 was a failure in one respect. It 
left 97 billion dollars rattling around 
m the nation's pocket and only C9'^ 
billion dollars worth of things to 
spend it on. 

In spite of tax increases, defense 
bond sales and a tendency of some 
people to put something in the bank 
the experts say there will be left 
about 20 billions of dollars with no 
place to go. That is a proscription 
for inflation, for idle dollars will 
compete for scarce goods. Some in- 
flation we are. going to got no mat- 
tor what is done to stop it. That 
means higher prices whore they wilf 
hurt and the prospect of the bump 
that follows the boom when, the 
things that go up have to come 
down. 

You could see how worried the ad- 
ministration was when the Presi- 
dent, who has had a lot to say about 
spiraling of wages and prices but 
has never actually done anything to 
stop wage increases, admitted at a 
press and radio confcrcnce'rcccntly 
Ihat a plan for putting a ceiling on 
wages was under study. 

Mrs. Roosevelt had let the cat out 
of the bag in her column and the 
President couldn't very well deny 
the soft impeachment. Regulation 
of wages is one partial check on in- 
flation. Another is an iron-ljound 
price control so tight that people just 
couldn't use their money to bid un 
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being murdered" ore going down- 
but they're still a lot higher than 
you may think, the census bureau 
says. Latest figures show that one 
out of every 173 deaths was classed 
as "homicide." Six years before, 
the odds were IIC to 1 against be- 
ing murdered. 

Methods of murder are changing, 
too. In 1934, C4 per cent of all mur- 
ders were caused by firearms, and 
18 per cent by cutting or piercing in- 
struments. Six years later, 57 out 
of every 100 murders were by shoot- 
ing, and 25 were committed with 
cutting or piercing instruments. 
During the six years, the number of 
murders annually fell from 12,055 to 
8,208.

Assembly cvid Otherwise 

I remember learning in school that 
a straight lino was Ihe shortest dis- 
tance between two points. Easy to 
define, liard to draw without a ruler. 
The next lines that interested me 
were the ones on the gridiron. Then 
there was World War I and there 
were the "front lines." And as a 
private then the other line which in- 
terested me most was the mess line. 
Very important. 

It was much^ later that I heard 
about assembly lines. Mass produc- 
tion I heard ifbout at the same time 
Assembly lines and mass product 
tion were the things that were put- 
ting America first as the world's 
business man. They were the things 
that gave our workmen and our 
farmers and our clerks and news- 
paper men and firemen all a chance 
to go to work in gas-buggies while 
some of our counterparts in Europe 
and Asiu still walked, or drove oxen. 
Assembly lines. Tlie Second World 
wai' came along and America wof 
way behind its enemies in prepared- 
ness, in production of war materi- 
als. We liiid led Ihe world makini' 
nice things, things that made life 
ciiKy. We wore way behind when it 
came lo making death easy. 

The other day I was invited to 
take a trip to California with other 
newswriters lo see something else. 
It was just before tlie last draft 
drawing. But it had to do with con- 
scription for military service— con- 
scription of the assembly line. That 



lo know what is being done. 

You have to get a pass and you 
have to get by soldiers and armed 
police and secret service men and 
special guards. You have to walk 
by a lot of very business-like looking 
gunpits and anti-aircraft. 

When you get inside there is a 
ciioerful bustle. The workers - all 
look like homofolks, all U. S. citizens. 
I'll skip the part of what happens 
first in the "sub-assembly" and take 
you riglit lo the head of the main 
ai::^cinbly line. There is a low plat- 
form on wheels. The wheels fit a 
wide gauge track. Great cranes 
swing throe ungainly shapes into 
place, until all rest on Ihe platform. 
One is the airplane's "nose." An- 
other is the center wing section. 
Another, the fuselage (the tail). 
The parts have been built separately 
and they are just empty "skins" of 
metal sheets over the bracing struts. 
Thoy are brought together and a 
huge steel framework, the "mating 
jig," closes over them, unites them. 
The crane lifts the jig away. There 
is loft the empty body of the great 
plane. Later, when it rolls off the 
other end of the assembly line it will 
have a 110 foot wing spread and will 
weigh 28 tons. 

Now it rests, with stubby wings, 
hollow and impotent, on its rolling 
platform. It is on the first "station" 
in the line. The moment the mat- 
ing jig has departed with its blessing 
the crew of workers assigned to 
station No. 1 leap upon it. 

From now on I cannot reveal the 
details of what happens as thi.^ 
growing structure moves on from 
station to station and at each one 
a new.crow adds the things that are 
needed until the empty shell has 
become a throbbing creature, able 
to mount into the air and sail away. 
This strange warbird with all ils 
intricate fittings from the delicate 
wiring in its swilchbo.xes to its huge 
engirres feels the export touch of a 
woman's hand at many stages of its 
growth. There are some things that 
women can do belter than men, 
some things Ihat some women can 
do as well as some men. f am think- 
ing of a husky former farm girl I 
saw balancing a riveter that it was 
all I could do to lift.* 

"I waj! the^ one who always had 
lo fix the tractor on the farm " she 
told mo, "I've found the work I 
like." 

Another grandmotherly old lady 
worked at the delicate wiring of the 
switch box. 

She looked as contented as if she 
were crocheting. 

One hundred thousand parts, ex- 
clusive of the nuts, bolts and rivets, 
go into the.se groat machines. Four 
hundred thousand man-hours of 
work go into each. I wish 1 could 
tell you how often one of those 
bombers rolls off the end of tliat 
assembly line. I can't because it 
I is a military secret. 
I All I con say is "many" a month. 
1 was going to say "plenty" but that 
would not be correct. We are not 
making "plenty" and we won't be 
until we have so many and so many 
fighter planes to protect them and 
so many ships to carry them on that 
they outnumber the enemy every 
time wo choose to attack. 

But we hove the means of making 
"plenty." We have already bar- 
nessod that means 'to the war 
chariot, the army and the navy have 
taken over the "lines," and wo are 
on our way.
